The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil during its regular Nov. 23 
meeting discussed possible liti- 
gation against a local eatery that 
is delinquent in payment of the 
city’s restaurant tax. 

Councilwoman Belinda Jor- 
dan named Courtside Cafe, 
which City Clerk Sally Barker 
said has filed no sales receipts 
with the city since the business 
changed ownership this summer. 

Barker noted that City Attor- 
ney Joleen Frederick will first 
send a final delinquency notice 
to the restaurant owners before 
turning the case over to the 
county attorney for prosecution. 

Councilwoman Jordan an- 
nounced at the meeting that all 
other delinquent restaurant taxes 
have been paid. 

In other business, the council 
heard a report from Police Chief 
Kelse Hensley regarding the 
Nov. 20 police cruiser crash in- 
volving Patrolman Paul Perkins 
and Mrs. Reva Hutchinson. 

‘T have no reason to suspect 
that Patrolman Perkins did any- 
thing wrong,” Hensley said. 
“Witnesses at the scene did not 
believe he was using his emer- 
gency equipment or speeding. He 
has been tested for drugs, alco- 
hol, etc., but I don’t expect those 
results to come back positive.” 

The council also discussed the 
possibility of erecting a guardrail 
near the scene of two Nov. 18 
injury accidents in the Brooks 
Lane area.

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Alliance reps in Morgan 
to promote coal industry

Representatives from the spe- 
cial interest alliance Federation 
for American Coal, Energy and 
Security (FACES of Coal) met 
with local officials on Tuesday, 
Nov. 17, to garner support for the 
coal mining industry. 

FACES of Coal Kentucky Ini- 
tiative Directors Amy Dedman 
and Miranda Harvey informed 
Mayor Jim Rupe, Chamber of 
Commerce President Hank Allen 
and Judge Executive Administra- 
tive Assistant Linda Bradley of 
the organization’s efforts to edu- 
cate lawmakers and the general 
public about the importance of 
coal and coal mining. 

“Coal is under attack right 
now,” Harvey said. “This is due 
to the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s enhanced review of 
mining permits, as well as cap and 
trade possibilities. FACES of 
Coal seeks to counter environ- 
mentalists who are spreading fal- 
sities about how the coal indus- 
try operates, and to inform people 
of coal’s benefits.” 

Harvey noted that approxi- 
mately 94 percent of Kentucky’s 
electricity is derived from coal. 



which allows the state to main- 
tain the fourth lowest electricity 
rate in the nation. 

FACES of Coal is requesting 
that local officials sign petitions 
and resolutions that will be sent 
to the EPA and the Army Corps 
of Engineers with requests to re- 
lease mining permits. 

Mayor Jim Rupe pledged the 
city’s support and also addressed 
mountaintop removal mining, a 
key issue of coal opponents 
throughout Appalachia. 

“There are many in Morgan 
County who currently work or 
have in the past worked for coal 
companies,” Rupe said. “There 
are several city employees whose 
spouses work for coal companies. 
The city will support this initia- 
tive, because coal brings money 
into this area. 

“Eastern Kentucky Correc- 
tional Complex is built on a re- 
claimed mine. There are many 
benefits when land is properly 
reclaimed, including pasture land, 
ponds and wildlife reserves, as 
well as economic opportunities.” 

Dedman concurred. 

“One could take many ugly 
photographs of road construction 
and shopping center development 



in Fayette County,” Dedman said. 
“Land was altered for those 
projects, and that is considered 
progress - because we love to 
shop at those locations. It is also 
important to consider the end re- 
sult of coal mining, and how coal 
can positively impact communi- 
ties.” 

Chamber of Commerce Presi- 
dent Hank Allen also pledged 
support for the FACES of Coal 
initiative. 

“Coal is important to Morgan 
County,” Allen said. “We are on 
the outer edges of the coal fields, 
but several local companies are 
connected to coal. Coal has given 
Morgan Countians many oppor- 
tunities they may not otherwise 
have, including the economic ma- 
chine ofEKCC.” 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
- an outspoken coal advocate - 
could not meet with Dedman and 
Harvey because he was attending 
a Kentucky Coal Coalition meet- 
ing in Louisville, where FACES 
of Coal Executive Director Phil 
Osborne addressed the judge ex- 
ecutives of all coal-producing 
counties. 

Conley said in a Nov. 20 in- 
terview that coal is essential to the 
nation’s energy plan. 

“Coal is the energy of our fu- 
ture,” Conley said. “We are us- 
ing more coal today, but with less 
emissions due to better technol- 
ogy. I believe that any energy plan 
put forth by the federal govern- 
ment must include coal. Alterna- 
tive sources of energy such as 
wind are great, but what happens 
if they don’t work efficiently? We 
know there is at least a 250-year 
supply of coal in Kentucky alone. 
Our energey grid should be built 
around coal.”

Anyone can apply for assis- 
tance whether or not they have a 
conservation plan, but the first 
step will be develop a plan that 
meets the particular objectives. 

There are two programs, 
WHIP and FQIP, with an upcom- 
ing cut-off of January 29, 2010, 
for application ranking. The Con- 
servation Stewardship Program 
(CSP) also has an ongoing sign- 
up period, but a ranking cut-off 
date has not yet been identified 
for CSP.

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Panelists say mountaintop 
mine policing to get tougher 



A forum Nov. 5 on the role of 
coal in Kentucky was highlighted 
early by a prediction of major 
changes in the way strip mining 
is regulated, and near the end by 
an explanation of the changes 
and a debate on the future of how 
coal is used. 

“The way coal has been mined 
over the last 30 years is not go- 
ing to happen anymore,” Joe 
Blackburn, director of the Lex- 
ington field office of the U.S. 
Office of Surface Mining Recla- 
mation and Enforcement, told the 
crowd during the afternoon ses- 
sion at the University of Ken- 
tucky. 

Blackburn’s prediction was 
echoed, and elaborated upon, at 
the evening keynote session by 
Tom FitzGerald, director of the 
Kentucky Resources Council, 
who had just finished talks with 
Blackburn, state regulators, in- 
dustry representatives, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and Army Corps of En- 
gineers, which issues Clean Wa- 
ter Act permits with EPA over- 
sight — which has recently be- 
come much tougher. 

“The good news is we just fin- 
ished a protocol that requires area 
mines to be returned to approxi- 
mate original contour unless they 
get a variance,” FitzGerald said. 
The public often refers to area 
mines as mountaintop-removal 
mines, but the latter category re- 
quires a variance from the 1977 
strip-mine law’s mandate to re- 
turn mined land to its approxi- 
mate original contours. 
FitzGerald said that companies 
avoid that obstacle by calling 
their operations area mines, and 
regulators have often failed to 
enforce the original-contour rule. 
“It is a mockery of what Con-

gress intended in 1977,” when 
the Surface Mining Control and 
Reclamation Act was passed, he 
said. “Some coal industry people 
are sick and tired of having to de- 
fend some of the practices that 
are going on.” 

He said the new procedures 
will reduce the dumping of 
blasted and excavated material 
into heads of hollows, or narrow 
valleys, and require coal opera- 
tors to use the material to restore 
the contour of nearby pre-1977 
mine sites benches before plac- 
ing the waste in a valley fill. He 
said the new plan is now in use 
by the Corps’ Louisville District, 
which encompasses most of 
Kentucky’s part of the Appala- 
chian coalfield. 

FitzGerald and Blackburn 
were among more than a dozen 
speakers at the forum, sponsored 
by the university’s Department 
of Mining Engineering and the 
Center for Visualization and Vir- 
tual Environments in the College 
of Engineering. The event, billed 
by its organizers as “a balanced 
discussion regarding the past, 
present and future impacts of 
coal on our state’s economy and 
environment,” lived up to its 
mantra for the most part. 

In the morning session, 
Pikeville College President Paul 
Patton, a two-term governor and 
also a former coal operator, as- 
serted that cap-and-trade legisla- 
tion to limit greenhouse-gas 
emissions and climate change is 
an attempt by Northeastern poli- 
ticians to raise Midwestern en- 
ergy prices to meet those in New 
England and maintain their 
region’s economic competitive- 
ness. “A lot of the debate against 
coal is purely regional economic 
selfishness,” Patton said.

Bible verses move 
from Ga. football 
field to stands 

Oct. 28 — Cheerleaders at 
Fort Oglethorpe High School in 
Georgia carried banners display- 
ing Christian messages and Bible 
verses for eight years before con- 
cerns about the legality of the 
practice led the county school 
board to order the cheerleaders to 
stop. But those banners and signs 
are still present at the football 
games: in the stands, not on the 
field, Mark Andrews of the 
Catoosa County News reports. 

“Calling themselves Warriors 
for Christ, a twist on the teams’ 
name, fans have held rallies at 
churches and a local polo field 
and sold more than 1 ,600 T-shirts 
bearing passages from 
Deuteronomy and Timothy,” 
Robbie Brown of The New York 
Times writes. Federal courts have 
ruled students can promote their 
faith, but not in school-sponsored 
clubs, and constitutional experts 
told Brown that the cheerleaders’ 
signs would have been a viola- 
tion of those rulings. 

The parent who raised con- 
cerns says she wasn’t complain- 
ing about the signs, just telling 
the school they could be sued for 
supporting the practice. One of 
the cheerleaders told Brown that 
the ban had put a damper on her 
senior year, but some Christians 
said the controversy and the out- 
pouring of personal messages 
and signs from fans have brought 
the Christian message to many 
who wouldn’t have hear it before, 
one parent says. Charles C. 
Haynes of The First Amendment 
Center in Washington, D.C., says 
the signs prove “that Jefferson 
and Madison got it right. It’s a 
reminder of the difference be- 
tween religion that’s state- spon- 
sored and religion that is vital, 
voluntary and robust.” 

Kentucky columnist: 
Obama out of touch 
with Main Street 

Nov. 25 — The team of eco- 
nomic advisers assembled by 
President Obama is woefully out 
of touch with Main Street, 
America, says a rural columnist. 
“Operating a business on Main 
Street is a lot different than lec- 
turing at the Harvard Economic 
Club,” Richmond, Ky.-based 
Don McNay writes on The 
Huffington Post. “The team 
President Obama surrounded 
himself with has spent way more 
time in a faculty lounge than in 
the corner barber shop. “ 

McNay writes that those on 
Main Street knew from Day One 
that the Obama team wouldn’t 
understand the problems of regu- 
lar Americans. He says there is 
nothing in their backgrounds to 
suggest they would. “I don’t 
blame the people Obama ap- 
pointed,” McNay writes. “I 
blame the guy who appointed 
them.” 

“We have not had change on 
the economic front because 
Obama chose his advisers from 
the same bunch of Wall Street and 
Washington insiders that George 
W. Bush chose from,” McNay 
writes. To solve the U.S. eco- 
nomic plight, McNay advocates 
forming policies based on Main 
Street interests. Only then, he 
says, can Americans see the 
change they were promised dur- 
ing the presidential campaign.

Pathways, Inc., a nonprofit 
community behavioral health 
center, is now offering a compre- 
hensive array of autism disorder 
services. Services include assess- 
ment and diagnosis, case manage- 
ment, respite services, day habili- 
tation, supported living and em- 
ployment services, behavior sci- 
ences, medication therapy and 
various counseling services.

or cognitive intervention can help 
children can self-care, social and 
communication skills. 

“The incidence of autism is 
approximately one of our every 
91 births, and is four to five times 
more prevalent in males than fe- 
males,” said Stacy Figley, pro- 
gram manager and counselor with 
Pathways.

FRANKFORT, Nov. 25 -Dis- 
trict Court Judge H. Rupert 
Wilhoit, who serves Morgan, 
Carter, and Elliott counties, re- 
cently participated in the 2009 
District Judges Fall College at 
Lake Barkley State Resort Park 
in Cadiz. The Administrative Of- 
fice of the Courts offered the 
college Oct. 18-21 for District 
Court judges throughout the 
state. 

District judges participate in 
the District Judges College to 
stay on the cutting edge of legal 
issues that affect the people of 
Kentucky. 

The judges attended courses 
about managing extradition pro- 
ceedings, handling evictions and 
other landlord/tenant matters and 
understanding the court’s limited 
role in post-judgment collection 
proceedings. Other sessions fo- 
cused on the admissibility of evi- 
dence at trial, sentencing 
for enhanceable offenses and 
court interpreting services. 
Judges also examined the barri- 
ers that domestic violence vic- 
tims face while seeking safety 
from their abusers. 

District Court is a court of 
limited jurisdiction. Juvenile 
matters, city and county ordi- 
nances, misdemeanors, traffic 
offenses, probate of wills, felony 
preliminary hearings, small 
claims, and civil cases involving 
$4,000 or less are all District 
Court matters, as are voluntary 
and involuntary mental commit- 
ments and cases relating to do- 
mestic violence and abuse.

Poor mental health found in older 
adults is not normal part of aging 



The Healthy Aging Program 
at the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) and 
the national Association of 
Chronic Disease Directors 
(NACDD) recently released the 
first of two issue briefs address- 
ing key issues regarding mental 
health in Americans over 50. 

The brief, titled The State of 
Mental Health and Aging in 
America, addresses the topic’s 
importance by stating “because 
mental health is essential to over- 
all health and well-being, it must 
be recognized and treated in all 
Americans, including older 
adults, with the same urgency as 
physical health.” 

There are six key issues ad- 
dressed in the CDC/NACDD 
brief, which are the following: 
social and emotional support, ad- 
dressing the effect one’s social 
network and support system have 
on their mental health; life satis- 
faction, referring to general sat- 
isfaction and happiness; frequent 
mental distress, looking at fre- 
quency of depression and/or 



anxiety; current depression, a 
questionnaire testing for symp- 
toms of depression; lifetime di- 
agnosis of depression, looking 
for diagnosis of long-term de- 
pression; and lifetime diagnosis 
of anxiety disorder, addressing 
both depression and anxiety dis- 
orders. 

Depression and anxiety can 
be caused by multiple sources, 
such as a loss of a loved one, 
stressful events, retirement, reac- 
tions to mediation, infection or 
even genetics. But it is not a 
symptom of aging. 

According to the CDC/ 
NACDD, 80 percent of depres- 
sion cases involving those over 
50 are treatable. However, most 
cases go undiagnosed and un- 
treated. When not treated, adults 
who develop depression on av- 
erage use more medication, more 
frequently visit the emergency 
room or doctor, and have longer 
hospital stays. 

Knowing that chronic sadness 
and depression is not a normal 



part of growing old and it can be 
treated in older adults, the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension developed Aging in 
Kentucky: A Healthy State of 
Mind. 

Through its extension agents, 
this program provides informa- 
tion, resources and tools to edu- 
cate and inform the aging popu- 
lation, their loved ones and those 
who take care of their physical 
needs.

Snow, ice removal 
priorities listed for 
Morgan Co. roads 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet’s Department of High- 
ways has established priority 
routes for snow and ice removal 
for the upcoming winter season 
in Morgan County. 

The Department of Highways 
is responsible for keeping ap- 
proximately 255 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in Morgan 
County passable in inclement 
weather. It sets snow removal pri- 
orities according to the amount 
and nature of traffic on the routes 
within each individual county. 
Priority A routes include major 
through routes and are those most 
heavily traveled. Priority B routes 
include other important, but lesser 
traveled, routes in the county. 
Other roads fall into Priority C. 

In Morgan County, Priority A 
highways are the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway, US 460, KY 
7, KY 203, KY 205, KY 519 and 
a portion of KY 172. Priority B 
routes include KY 134, KY 191, 
KY 1010 and portions ofKY 172, 
KY 705, KY 772 and KY 946. 
Other routes are Priority C.

It was perhaps the greatest 
three-year run in boys’ 16th re- 
gion basketball history. Begin- 
ning in 2006, Elliott County cap- 
tured the hearts of high school 
fans throughout Kentucky with 
83 wins and a regional champi- 
onship three-peat. Last season, 
the Lions earned a school-record 
32 wins while advancing to the 
final four of the state tournament. 
It was a period of basketball suc- 
cess that may never again be 
equalled in the mountains of east- 
ern Kentucky. For folks in Sandy 
Hook, it was simply as good as it 
gets. 

But gone are school boy leg- 
ends and identical twins Ethan 
and Evan Faulkner. Also gradu- 
ating was sharpshooting guard 
Jonathan Ferguson — one of the 
most prolific scorers in Kentucky 
prep history. Which means for 
the first time in years, Elliott 
County will not be the over- 
whelming favorite to win the 
16th region title. 

However, the cupboard is cer- 
tainly not bare for first-year 
coach Greg Adkins, who in the 
off-season, suceeded long-time 
and recently retired coach Rick 
Mays. Elliott is among a host of 
teams with a legitimate shot of 
making it to Rupp Arena. Here’s 
a preview of the top 10 teams and 
players the 16th region has to 
offer: 

1. Fairview. Derek Cooksey, 
the 28-year-old son of former 
Eagle coach Rex Cooksey, inher- 
its a team loaded with talent and 
experience. Caleb Collins, Brent 
Jackson and Rose Hill transfer 
Michael Terry are among the 
region’s best players. Fairvew 
should boast its first 20- win sea- 
son since 2006. 

2. East Carter. Brandon 
Baker was one of the Raiders all- 
time best players, now he’ll try 
to get the prgram back to the 
Sweet 16 as the head coach. East 
pushed champion Elliott County 
to the limit the last two seasons, 
losing in the region finals in 2008 
and then by only five points in 
the district tournament this past 
March. Colt Barnhill and Kyle 
Bair give Baker two of the 
region’s most talented players. 

3. Elliott County. Regional 
titles have fast become the norm 



in Sandy Hook. And although it 
won’t be as easy this time around, 
you can’t eliminate the Lions 
from the converstion. Timmy 
Knipp (6’7") and Jacob Ison 
(6’ 5") give Elliott two of the best 
big men in the region. The Lions 
have four straight 20-plus win 
seasons. And they expect another. 

4. Ashland. The Tomcats are 
always in the conversation. How- 
ever, Ashland won its last reginal 
title in 2002 and hasen’t played 
in the big game in three years. 
Coach Buddy Biggs returns four 
starters from last year’s 17- win 
campaign. With Elliott finally 
becoming a mortal team again, it 
gives the ’Cats as good a shot as 
anybody. 

5. Menifee County. It’s not 
often that you find the Wildcats 
in the pre-season top five, but 
there’s good reason for it this 
year. Blake Greene and Pete 
Greene will make Menifee a con- 
tender. The Cats should be the 
best team in a very competitive 
61st district. 

6. Greenup County. Second- 
year coach Tim Fraley has one 
of the region’s biggest teams with 
four players measuring 6’ 5” or 
bigger. The Musketeers should
